_Every Man in Life, that has either the Means of Li- 
ving to get, or would recommend himfelf to the Com- 
munity as an ufeful Member of it, muft fubjed& him- 
felf to fome Toils, either of Body or Mind, that require 
a Fund of either Strength or Spirits: But frequent De- 
bauches of Drinking will unbrace the Nerves, impair 
the Memory, and obfcure the Judgment, one or the 
other of which bad Effects muft be prejudicial in what- 
ever we undertake. 

This is indeed a Circumftance, with which Men of eafy 
- | Fortunes, indolent Tempers, or a Contempt of Fame for 
any Degree of Excellence, may think themfelves little 
affected :--Bui the Reputation of Decency and Good Manners 
is what I think no Man would defpife, who is defirous 
of living upon common Terms with the reft of Mankind. 
And can any Man fay, that he takes the moft effectual 
Means to preferve thefe, when he fuffers thofe Faculties 
to be overwhelm’d or obfcured, which are the only Gua- 
vantes: of his good Behaviour ?—It was the Opinion of 
a great Father of the Church, St. 4mbrof, that where 
there is Temperance, the Care and Confideration of what 
is greceful and decent is chiefly perceiv’d and expected. 
—I1n Temperaniia maxime Lonefi cura, decoris confiderat o 
Spettatur &F quaritur, 

There are fome Men, whofe whole Lives are little elfe 
but a Series of Offences and Apologies, and the cool Part 
is hardly fufficient to excufe the Faults committed thro’ 
too much Heat.—It is difficult to fay whether the Jmpru- 
dence of giving Affronts, which we too naturally excufe 
when they are afcribed to Liquor, or the /mportunity of 
afking Pardon, when thofe of whom they afk it had 
rather forget the Action, be moft troublefome: Sut this 
is certain, that the Men who are thus perpetually driving 
away theit Underftandings, and then defiring Forgive- 
nefs for the Abfeme of them, are at beft, with all the 
other good Qualities they may poffefs, but very indiffe- 


rent Companions. 

And yet thefe are more tolerable than others, who 
have Joft all Ideas of what is decent in Converfation, 
and think they have done no Jnjufice im treating their 
Friends with ungrateful Difcourfe they cannot ihem- 
felves remember: For there muft be fome Remains of 
in the Man whe aiks Pardon, and declares he 
will never do the fame for the future. This Submiffion 
thews, at leaft, that he thinks it his Daty to reform, if 
he had enough Strength of Virtue to effect a Reformation. 
But an Offender againft Good Manners, as well as againft 
Law, if he once grows of his Offence, may be 
look’d upon .as almoft incorrigible: And his Fate by 
degrees will be, to be avoided in all civil Societies. 
Wine, fays the Scripture, chears the Hearts of Gods and 
of Aten, And fome Men there are, whofe Flow of in- 
offenfive Humour, when they are what we ufually call 
Half Seas over, makes their Company then defirable, and 
almoft tempts their Friends to be fo unkind as to with 
to fee them often in that Condition.—If thefe Men 
have the Prudence to retive in the proper Time, they may 
hurt neither themfelves nor any body elfe.—I intimated 
in my laft, that it is not againft thefe Afen of Prudence 
I level my Reflections: Bur how few are they, who, 
when they indulge a little to Mirth, and find themfelves 
agreeable, are Mtufters of this Seif-Govermment ?. And thofe 
who are not, by ruaning too great Lengihs, may com- 
mit fuch Errors, as nothing can atone for but their
